MINIMUM WAGE 


tN 1913 the logis!ature passed a minimum, wage law giving 
1 the industrial commission jurisdiction to find and determine 
such a wage and put it into effect by order. The commission 
promptly made a comprehensive investigation and had prac- 
tically arrived at a determination when, an appeal from the Ore- 
con law was taken to the Supreme Court of the United States. 
The commission then wisely concluded to await the decision of 
the court 
In April, 1917 the Court by a vote of 4 to 4 affirmed 


the Oregon law. Since then the women and the public have 
anxiously awaited action by the commission. Finally early 
this year the Consumers' League, the Federation of Labor and 
the Social Agencies of Milwaukee through their attorney peti- 
tioned the commission to act and presented an array of figures 
showing that a living wage was not being paid to Wisconsin 
women. After a long and inexcusable delay said to be due to 
the hostility of its chairman the Commission has appointed an 
advisory wage board under the law and the board has its first 
meeting with the Commission in Milwaukee today. The board- 
is composed of four members representing labor selected by the 
Federation of Labor, iTour members representing employers se- 
lected by the employers' associations, and four members repre- 
senting the public selected by the Commission. 


The Commission has made a selection, Dr. John R. Com- 


mons of the University who drew the law, Dr. Ida Schell, an 
eminent woman physician of Milwaukee specially in women's 
welfare work, Hon. J. D. Dempsey, Normal Regent from Osh- 
kosh a lawyer of experience and recognized as a progressive 


• citizen- and Father Oberle, a Catholic priest of Milwaukee who 


has been long active in general welfare work in Milwaukee. A 
better selection representing the public could hardly have been 
made.

Now if the board will take prompt action it may relieve the 


Commission from a considerable criticism that has been in prep- 
aration for this session of the legislature.
